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Cabbies’ pasts 
don’t fare well 
with the law

A CABBIE is legally driving passen¬ 
gers around despite having 21 previ¬ 
ous convictions including possession 
of cannabis, theft, six counts of 
shoplifting and breaching a probation 
order. 

In all, 44 taxi/private hire/Hackney 
Carriage drivers in Luton hold licences 
despite having committed a staggering 
151 crimes between them such as pos¬ 
session of an offensive weapon, per¬ 
sistently soliciting a woman for prosti¬ 
tution from a motor vehicle and pos¬ 
session of heroin. 

We can also reveal that some drivers 
with a string of serious convictions are 
being refused licences by Luton 
Borough Council - but are then having 
those decisions overturned on appeal 
at magistrates’ court. 

In one case, magistrates overruled a 
council Taxi/Private Hire Licensing 
Panel refusal to grant a licence to a cab¬ 
bie whose previous convictions includ¬ 
ed robbery, ABH, theft and possession 
of cannabis, along with cautions for 
obtaining service by deception and 
plying for hire. 

A second had convictions for no 
insurance, driving without due care 
and attention, making a false state¬ 
ment to obtain insurance, failing to

comply with traffic signals and speed¬ 
ing, while another had convictions for 
possessing an offensive weapon in a 
public place and speeding. 

The figures came to light following a 
request under the Freedom of 
Information Act by Luton on Sunday 
which also revealed ten cabbies have 
cautions for various offences. 

Ministry of Justice spokeswoman Zoe 
Campbell said: “There seem to be a lot 
of pieces of legislation that apply to taxi 
licensing and I think the answer is that 
the magistrates use whatever legisla¬ 
tion is relevant to the particular case.” 

A council spokesman said: “The for¬ 
mal process which is followed is set out 
by law and the council’s policy. Each 
application is considered on its merits.

Contractor blamed 
for L&D power cut

A POWER cut at a hospital 
which forced the cancellation 
of nearly 150 operations has 
been blamed on ‘hidden’ dam¬ 
age done by a contractor. 

Patients at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital had to be transferred as 
a result of the outage on 
November 30 last year, while oth¬ 
ers requiring non-emergency 
surgery had to have their proce¬ 
dures postponed. 

The power cut did not affect 
emergency surgery and only the 
A&E block was hit, although the 
fire service was called to help out 
and used equipment usually 
reserved for major chemical 
decontamination incidents to 
provide power, shelter, light and 
heat at A&E. 

In L&D Trust Board minutes 
recently released after a Freedom 
of Information request, general 
manager of estates and facilities 
Ian Allen said a length of cable 
was ‘scarred during works for the 
St Mary’s Wing’. 

He added: ‘We feel this is dam¬ 
age that has been hidden by the 
contractor.’ 

As a result, 146 operations were 
cancelled because only three of 
the hospital’s operating theatres 
had uninterruptable power sup¬ 


ply back-up. The biggest surgery 
area affected was orthopaedics. 

There had been an ‘impact on 
targets’ and the hospital ‘lost 
income which it needed to recover’. 

L&D director of finance Andrew 
Harwood is recorded in the min¬ 
utes as saying: “The biggest con¬ 
cern regarding cancelled opera¬ 
tions is in orthopaedics and we 
should consider seeking financial 
recompense for additional lists.” 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“Subsequent investigation into 
the cause of the incident revealed 
damage to a cable which appears 
to have occurred several years ago. 
The Trust is now in discussion 
with a third party. 

“Since the NHS is publically 
funded we feel a strong obligation 


to seek financial recompense a) to 
cover the cost of repair; b) to cover 
the cost of temporary generators 
and other support costs; and c) 
cost of catching up for cancelled 
surgical operations and other 
activities affected by the power 
outage. 

“We will be seeking compensa¬ 
tion for the cost to the taxpayer but 
since it will involve several parties 
and is commercially sensitive it 
would not be appropriate at this 
stage to provide the names of the 
contractors involved.” 

A representative of MJ Gleeson, 
which confirmed it was the main 
contractor on work carried out on 
St Mary’s Wing around ‘six or 
seven years ago’, was unable to 
comment. 


County’s police 
are looking at 
£ 19 . 2 m possible 
future shortfall 

BEDFORDSHIRE Police are facing a 
predicted £19.2 million funding gap in 
the next few years. 

The force previously announced it was 
having to cope with a gap of more than 
£llm up to 2012/13. 

Deputy Chief Constable John Fletcher 
[above] said that the force had already 
been planning for the ‘very significant’ 
cut in funding. 

Luton on Sunday has previously 
reported that the number of police 
officers would be cut by up to 60 this 
year. Mr Fletcher said the number would 
rise up to 110 the following year and 
that a possibility of losing further 
officers was very real. 

He said that a number of police staff 
would be made redundant and said the 
figure was around 30 for this year. 

He added: “The Bedfordshire Police 
organisational structure is being 
reviewed and we are considering a 
move to a new policing model to ensure 
local policing is the priority. 

“We are also reviewing the support 
services and Bedfordshire Police 
Authority has already agreed a strategic 
collaboration alliance within 
Hertfordshire and Cambridgeshire.” 

The force was put on notice after the 
Government’s budget announcement 
that it should consider funding 
reductions of 70 per cent over the next 
four years. 

Now the estimate is thought to be 
£19.2m by 2014/15. 

On Tuesday members of the police 
authority Compliance and Risk 
Management Committee will discuss 
the potential impact of the ‘significant 
budget gap’ over the medium term.

MORE than 200 customers were left out 
of pocket after a foreign exchange 
dealer wrongly charged twice for its 
services. 

Holidaymakers leaving from Luton 
Airport last week were short-changed 
after currency broker ChangeGroup suf¬ 
fered a problem with its banking systems 
and charged every customer double on 
June 3 by mistake. 

John Mynard, 42, from Luton, departed 
from the airport for a short break that 
day and went to one of the 
ChangeGroup’s five airport branches to 
get some last-minute cash. 


Having taken €50 for the trip, Mr 
Mynard returned to find that nearly 
£100 had been taken from his account 
and contacted the company immedi¬ 
ately. 

He said: “I realised soon after that they 
had taken the amount twice from my 
account and when I went to speak to the 
ChangeGroup they told me it had hap¬ 
pened to lots of other people too. 

“I will never be using them again.” 

The company has since repaid Mr 
Mynard his cash and has also repaid the 
200 others who were affected. 

A spokeswoman for Changegroup 
said: “We must point out that this prob¬ 
lem affected every business in the UK 
which used this specific debit card 
machine system, and did not solely 
affect customers of ChangeGroup. 


“However, from our customers’ per¬ 
spective, this problem was quickly iden¬ 
tified, and rectified within 24 hours. 

“Immediate action was taken by 
ChangeGroup to contact the approxi¬ 
mately 200 customers affected to make 
them aware of the situation. 

“Working with our banking partners, 
we have since refunded every customer 
affected, and have also covered all bank 
overdraft and other charges which may 
have been incurred due to this glitch. 

“No customer is out of pocket, and we 
have personally apologised to each and 
every one of the individuals affected. 

“We take customer service very seri¬ 
ously, and we have worked hard to 
ensure that this issue was rectified 
quickly and that customers didn’t incur 
any costs personally.”

Wing mirror thieves 
just love Vauxhalls 

A STRING of wing mirror thefts have been 
sweeping the county with more than 80 
taking place in the last six months. 

Reports have been received by police of 
high numbers of colour-coded wing mirror 
casings being stolen from cars. 

Vauxhall, which has a factory in Gipsy 
Lane, Luton, has been the most targeted 
brand of car in Luton and Bedford, with 81 
offences reported between January and 
June 1. 

Fifty-three of these thefts were from 
Vauxhalls, with Mark 4 and 5 Astras being the 
most commonly stolen type. 

Detective Constable Vicky Willett said: “The 
mirror casings are not cheap to replace and 
because they are not marked by the 
manufacturers even if we find them it’s 
difficult to trace them back to their rightful 
owners and prove they are stolen. 

“We’re investigating the spate of thefts but 
we also really need the public’s help. 

“We’d like as many people as possible to 
write their postcode and house number on 
the bottom outside edge on the casing. 

“We have free ultraviolet markers to give 
away to people to do this and they are 
available from Greyfriars, Luton and 
Dunstable police stations.”

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Residents to be looked 
after if homes go bust

CONTINGENCY plans are in place to 
protect residents at crisis-hit Southern 
Cross care homes. 

Concerns are rife after it was revealed 
the UK’s largest care home provider, 
which runs Kirby House, in West Street, 
Dunstable and Luton homes Milliner 
House, in Marsh Road, and The Griffin, 
in Moorlands Garden, is set to cut 3,000 
jobs nationally. 

The Griffin was closed down in January, 
and all provide specialist care for people 
with dementia. 

Southern Cross is responsible for look¬ 
ing after 31,000 residents across 750 
homes, and has 44,000 members of staff. 

It said home managers, deputy man¬ 


agers, relief managers, activity co-ordi¬ 
nators and administrators would not be 
directly affected and that the cuts are to 
be completed by October, after a period 
of consultation with unions. 

Cllr Carole Hegley, who is in charge of 
adult social care, health and housing at 
Central Bedfordshire Council, said: “We 
would wish to reassure residents and 
their families that the council has a con¬ 
tingency plan in place that is ready to be 
activated if required to ensure continuity 
of care for residents. 

“We do not have any immediate con¬ 
cerns regarding Southern Cross care 
homes in Central Bedfordshire.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman 
said: “Southern Cross is the largest care 
provider in the country and because of its 
current financial difficulties, contingency 


plans have been drawn up by Government 
which would, as appropriate, dovetail into 
our local contingency plans. 

“Clearly our key concern is for the con¬ 
tinued quality of care and welfare of the 
residents. We are working closely with 
the Care Quality Commission and other 
agencies to carefully monitor the situa¬ 
tion while Southern Cross seeks to 
resolve its financial problems.” 

Jamie Buchan, chief executive of 
Southern Cross, said: “We have a strong 
set of values and a clear vision to serve 
the care-related needs of elderly people 
in our society. 

“We are engaging with colleagues to 
put in place the best possible staffing 
model for our future needs, and one 
which fully embraces the best practice 
available to us.” 


Airline warn passenger fares will rise due to high oil price 


EASYJET’S boss has predicted a rise in 
passenger fares as a result of soaring 
fuel prices. 

The Luton-based budget airline’s 
chief executive, Carolyn McCall, said 
the price of tickets would be directly 
affected after the Organisation of the 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec) 
on Thursday left its production levels 
unchanged. 

The oil company had been encour¬ 
aged to raise production to between 
one and 1.4 million barrels per day 


over concerns that crude oil has 
become too expensive. 

Ms McCall said: “We are planning 
all our budgeting around the fact that 
oil will remain high, at above $100 a 
barrel.” 

“We benefit from having a really, 
really low cost business. It’s in the DNA 
of the organisation. 

“It’s highly cost efficient and it has a 
cost advantage none of the other air¬ 
lines have other than one. 

“It’s all about passing on low fares to 


passengers and that’s why we have 
that cost advantage. 

“We will not compromise what’s 
really important in terms of anything 
to do with the airline. 

“I think fares will rise inevitably 
because you have to pass on fuel costs 
some way or another. All airlines will 
have to do it, so all prices will rise.” 

Over the six months to the end of 
March, easyjet saw a pre-tax loss of 
£153 million - almost double last 
year’s figure.

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Minister to look at 
closure of LuDun

BUSINESS Secretary Vince Cable 
will look into the decision to shut 
down a disabled workers factory 
as only its sole able-bodied staff 
member has since secured a new 
job. 

LuDun, in Liscombe Road, 
Dunstable, was closed down on 
May 25 by Central Bedfordshire 
Council in a bid to save £300,000, 
and all its 24 staff were made 
redundant. 

Since then, none of the 23 dis¬ 
abled ex-workers has taken up a 
new role, but the one able-bodied 
former staff member has. 

On Monday disabled Eddie 
Costello, who was one of those to 
have lost his LuDun job, told 
Liberal Democrat Minister, Mr 
Cable about the council’s decision 
at the GMB union’s annual confer¬ 
ence in Brighton. 

Mr Cable said he would look into 
Central Beds’ decision as he is 
‘completely committed to protect¬ 
ing disabled people from discrimi¬ 
nation’. 

Mr Costello said: “Despite many 
viable alternatives to closure and 
assurances of re-deployment none 
of the disabled workers, including 
me, has been found another job. 



The council is selling all the work¬ 
shop machinery. 

“What influence can Liberal 
Democrats bring on the Coalition 
Government for fair treatment for 
people with disabilities and could 
you give us a commitment that 
you will look into this for me and 
let me know?” 

Mr Cable told GMB Congress: “I 
will certainly look in more detail 
into that - as far as I can establish 
from his question I think the issue 
related to decisions taken by the 
local council but obviously if there 
are a substantial number of dis¬ 
abled workers who’ve lost their 
jobs as a result, then I ought to 
look at this carefully and I will cer¬ 
tainly undertake to do that 
because we’re completely com¬ 



mitted to protecting disabled peo¬ 
ple from discrimination.” 

Cllr Carole Hegley said: “The 
process which led up to the clo¬ 
sure of the LuDun workshop was 
transparent, legal and involved 
employees at each stage. 

“We carried out a thorough 
assessment into the equality 
implications of the proposals and 
this was updated on a number of 
occasions including taking into 
account comments from GMB 
representatives. 

“The council has provided a lot 
of support to those employees 
who wanted to find alternative 
work. However, we have been par¬ 
ticularly careful not to raise their 
expectations, particularly in the 
current economic climate.”

Conmen hit streets to 
‘collect’ for ambulance

BOGUS air ambulance 
charity collection 
officers are trying to 
con residents into 
giving them donations 
of up to £25. 

The official East 
Anglian Air Ambulance 
(EAAA) said it is 
concerned Vital funds’ 
are being lost because 
kind-hearted donors in 
Bedfordshire are being 
asked to give money to 
people they wrongly 
believe are collecting on 
its behalf. 

Following a spate of 
leaflet drops and cloth¬ 
ing bag collections from 
organisations purport¬ 
ing to be ‘the air ambu¬ 
lance’, EAAA is urging 
people to be wary and 
check with them if they 
are in any doubt. 

A dubious organisa¬ 
tion calling itself ‘the Air 
Ambulance Service’ has 
distributed leaflets 
across parts of the coun¬ 
ty, claiming it is collect¬ 
ing unwanted items 
which are urgently 
needed so they can 
‘financially assist to 
cover or reduce the cost 


of ground air ambu¬ 
lance medical trans¬ 
portation for patients 
caught in difficult med¬ 
ical circumstances’. 

It does, however, state 
in the small print that 
they are not associated 
to any local helicopter 
emergency medical 
service. The EAAA has 
also been made aware 
that other ‘air ambu¬ 
lances’ are asking for 
donations of between £1 
and £25 to sustain their 
service. 

Steve Whitby, chief 
operating officer of the 
EAAA, said: “We’ve been 


made aware of a num¬ 
ber of organisations 
which are claiming to be 
an air ambulance cover¬ 
ing the region but we 
would like to make it 
clear to our supporters 
that we are the only ded¬ 
icated air ambulance 
service covering 

Bedfordshire. 

“It’s a real shame to 
hear that these organisa¬ 
tions are trying to cash 
in on people’s generosity 
and risk leaving a charity 
without the funds it 
needs to continue saving 
lives across the East of 
England. 


“We have fantastic 
support from the people 
of Bedfordshire and 
don’t want them to be 
misled. We operate a 
range of fundraising ini¬ 
tiatives across the region 
we serve and I’d just like 
to remind people that 
anything coming from 
us will be clearly brand¬ 
ed ‘EAAA’. 

“We do work with a 
company called ‘World 
UK Limited’ which is 
authorised to collect 
clothing donations on 
our behalf and another 
called ‘Engage People’ 
who canvass for our very 
successful lottery, but 
these are the only two 
organisations we work 
with. 

“If people are in any 
doubt, we ask them to 
give us a call to clarify 
that the donation they 
wish to make will come 
directly to us.” 

The EAAA receives no 
direct Government 

funding and therefore 
relies solely on dona¬ 
tions. Those in any

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Town comes under fire 

SIR - Charlie Cromwell is spot on 
with his observations on Luton’s 
tawdry sites and I share his exaspera¬ 
tion. 

The town centre in the evening is a 
no-go area for those of a certain age 
or families seeking entertainment. 

Whatever happened, I wonder, to 
the continental cafe culture mooted 
some years ago? Pie in the sky along 
with plans for a centrally-located 
swimming pool and new theatre, it 
seems. 

Anyone seeking half-decent con¬ 
ventional theatre is resigned to a trip 
to Milton Keynes, Dunstable or St 
Albans. And what about that com¬ 
mercial area wasteland stretching 
from the foot of Crawley Green Road 
all the way to Guildford Street? 

Cllr Peter Hollick beat me to the 
punch with his taunt that Luton Hoo 
is beyond the town boundaries. I 
noted the irony of that when the city 
status bid was launched there. 

Why on earth wasn’t, say, Vauxhall 
Conference Centre chosen? An own 
goal there, methinks, or a tacit 
admission that a town which aspires 
to city status glaringly lacks a focal 
point civic centre.

Why bid for city status? 

SIR -1 was hoping for a response 
from Gavin Shuker, one in which he 
explained all of the exciting things 
happening to the town, but instead I 
received a response from James A 
Malcolm who seems to have missed 
the point of the argument (although 
he did point out that I could travel to 
Hexton if I wanted to see a flower 
show). 

Since the late 1960s the town coun¬ 
cil has systematically torn the heart 
out of Luton. In other towns and 
cities efforts are made to preserve the 
original architecture and character, 
but not Luton. 

The Arndale Centre, aka The Mall, 
wiped out every trace of the original 
town centre from the map years ago 
and replaced it with a concrete box 
full of the kind of shops that send 
Lutonians scurrying to Milton Keynes 
or Hatfield in search of something 
unusual to buy. 

In the 1980s the council paved 
George Street but won’t allow it to be 
used for a street market or boot sale, 
attractions that would bring shop¬ 
pers to the town on a Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

They killed off a thriving local art 
scene by allowing their headquarters 
to fall into decay and then replacing 
it with a corporate version that stifles 
freedom of expression with health 
and safety and noise restrictions. 

And finally, they’ve enforced traffic 
calming on just about every road in 
the town making Luton the speed- 
bump capital of Bedfordshire (it’s a 
shame they don’t award city status 
for the amount of speed bumps in a 
town, Luton would win hands down). 

Luton’s just another ordinary town 
with ordinary amenities and ordinary 
aspirations, the kind of town that 
attracts transient commuters and 
refugees spawning ghettos where 
‘Luton in Harmony’ is the sound of 
squabbling drug dealers fighting for 
their turf. 

Why anyone would want to support 
a bid for city status is beyond me, but 
I’m certain Gavin knows the answer.

LuDun workshop could have been saved 


SIR -1 am writing in response to 
Cllr Peter Hollick’s missive 
regarding LuDun in last week’s 
Luton on Sunday (June 5). 

It is very unfortunate that Cllr 
Hollick and his Central Beds 
peers seem unable or unwilling to 
accept any responsibility for the 
closure of the LuDun workshop. 
The GMB Union first made 
representations to the council at 
least six months before the final 
closure at the end of May. 

In fact, I personally made 
representations at the council 
executive in February where all 
LuDun staff attended to lobby the 
councillors for support. 
Unfortunately the majority of 
Central Beds councillors did not 
make the effort to come out and 
speak to the workers or show any 
support. 

A local independent business 
group wrote directly to Cllr 
Hollick suggesting a number of 
ways that the council could quite 
easily return the workshop to a 
viable business. 

The suggestions included a 
review of the council’s 
procurement procedures and, a 
removal of the marketing ban 
that the trustees, (almost all of 



which are councillors too) and 
council had placed on the 
workshop. 

The independent business 
advice was ignored, in the same 
way the many other credible 
alternatives were, including using 
a very small percentage of council 
reserves while the council 
adopted a viable business plan for 
the workshop. 

The GMB offered to assist the 
trustees with looking at the other 
options including whether the 


York Disabled Workers Co¬ 
operative model could be 
followed for LuDun. These 
discussions were put off because 
Cllr Hollick ‘needed to 
concentrate on his election 
campaign’ and this was very 
unfortunate too. 

I’m afraid Cllr Hollick fails to 
differentiate between being 
responsible or in any way 
accountable for this unjustified 
action and has somehow arrived 
at a position where he and his 
colleagues are more interested in 
turning this into a political 
argument. 

Finally, Cllr Hollick states that 
the former LuDun employees 
have and continue to receive 
‘excellent support’ from Central 
Bedfordshire Council. I was at the 
workshop on the day it closed. 

Not one councillor or trustee 
could be found. 

I am aware through a GMB 
survey that none of the Disabled 
staff have been found an 
alternative job through the re¬ 
deployment process. Is this the 
‘excellent support’ Cllr Hollick is 
refering to?

Check family benefits 

SIR - With National Family Week 
underway, it is especially important 
to examine the issues facing many 
families in Britain today. 

Research recently published by the 
Relationships Foundation paints a 
disquieting picture of Britain as one 
of the worst countries in Europe for 
families. 

As outlined in their comprehensive 
report, stress from money and work, 
together with a lack of support and 
critical levels of debt are major con¬ 
tributing factors, and this leaves one 
in every five families struggling to 
make ends meet. 

In addition, almost a quarter of the 
average UK working family’s 
income is spent on childcare costs, 
which is double and sometimes tre¬ 
ble the spend of European counter¬ 
parts. 

With National Family Week’s own 
research showing a third of parents 
are suffering due to government 
spending cuts, this situation could 
be set to worsen, especially if recently 
proposed childcare cuts go ahead. 

The latest annual figures show that 
around £19.1 billion of welfare bene¬ 
fits go unclaimed, which could pro¬ 
vide vital additional income for par¬ 
ents to help them care for their fam¬ 
ilies. 

At this time of major pressures, 
and multiple changes to the welfare 
system, it is more important than 
ever that families check their entitle¬ 
ment to welfare benefits and tax 
credits and the support that grant¬ 
giving organisations can offer.

Look after racehorses 

SIR - Since the launch of Animal Aid’s 
Race Horse Deathwatch website 
www.horsedeathwatch.com just over 
four years ago, more than 700 horses 
have been killed on British race¬ 
courses. 

Fatalities occur at an average rate 
of one every other day on Britain’s 
60 racecourses. On June 1, eight- 
year-old gelding, Katalak, broke a leg 
while racing at Fontwell, and within 
hours, three-year-old filly Sobea Star 
was destroyed at Ripon in Yorkshire. 

Two deaths in April’s Grand 
National and the abuse of the win¬ 
ning horse with the whip, highlighted 
growing public, media and political 
concern about the failure to protect 
the welfare of racehorses. 

The British Horseracing Authority 
(BHA), which has responsibility for 
the welfare of racehorses, has shown 
itself to be incapable of tackling the 
problems that beset the industry. 

It’s time for the Government to strip 
the BHA of its role as the industry’s 
regulator, and to undertake and put 
into the public domain a full audit of 
race horse production, death and 
injury.

Sharp rise in number 
of disability claimants

THE number of disabled people 
in Luton claiming benefits has 
rocketed by more than 30 
per cent since 2002. 

There are 8,040 Disability Living 
Allowance (DLA) claimants in the 
town, compared with 6,170 nine 
years ago, statistics released this 
week showed. 

The sharp rise has been mir¬ 
rored across the county, with the 
numbers of people on DLA rising 
by 32 per cent in eight years. 

Luton borough has the highest 
number of claimants in the coun¬ 
ty, 8,040, followed by the Central 
Bedfordshire district on 7,980, 
and Bedford borough on 6,180. 


In Bedfordshire, 22,200 resi¬ 
dents were claiming DLA in 
November 2010 - up more than 
5,000 from 16,860 in 2002. 

Maria Miller, Minister for 
Disabled People, said: “The num¬ 
ber of people claiming DLA has 
soared, but it’s clear that the right 
support is not always getting to 
those who need it the most. 

“DLA needs to help disabled 
people live independently and 
remove the barriers that they face 
in day-to-day life.” 

The Coalition Government is 
replacing DLA with a Personal 
Independence Payment (PIP) to 
include reassessments over time 
to ensure everyone receives the 
correct support as their needs 
change. 


“PIP will continue to be a non¬ 
means tested benefit, paid in and 
out of work, to help disabled 
people with the extra care and 
mobility costs they incur.” 

Mrs Miller added: “We are 
committed to ensuring that the 
£12bn spent on DLA every year 
goes to where it can make the 
most difference. 

“Our reforms will make it sim¬ 
pler and easier to understand and 
will mean that we will have more 
contact with people so that if 
their condition changes they can 
get any extra help and support 
they might need. 

“We are working with disabled 
people and disability organisa¬ 
tions on our reforms to make sure 
we get them right.” 


More people looking for work than jobs available 


THERE are more than six 
unemployed JobSeekers Allowance 
claimants in Luton chasing each 
vacancy. 

Luton borough currently has 939 
openings and a total of 5,824 
potential applicants, putting the 
exact rate at 6.2 - the fourth 
highest level in the East of England, 
the GMB Union said on Wednesday. 


That figure is higher than the 
national average of 5.8 
unemployed people bidding for 
every job available, with nearby 
Bedford’s level put at precisely 
six [660 vacancies and 3,971 
unemployed]. 

Paul Hayes, the GMB’s Regional 
Secretary, said: “Government 
spending did not cause the crisis. 


Nor did public borrowing. There 
was no problem with the public 
finances before the banks got into 
terrible trouble, causing 
confidence to collapse and the 
economy to sink into recession. 

“As the recession hit home, firms 
and families cut back on their 
spending, tax revenues sank and 
public borrowing soared.”

AS an active, sporty teenager 
dreaming of sharing his passion 
with future youngsters, Mark 
Wakeman thought his ambition 
was dashed when he found out 
he had an abnormal spinal con¬ 
dition. 

He was devastated to find out 
his spine was rapidly curving to 
the right due to scoliosis and if it 
got any worse he would need a 
nine-hour operation which 
would involve having metal rods 
fitted down his back. 

Scoliosis is an abnormal curva¬ 
ture of the spine to one side. In 
people with the condition, the 
spine bends either to the left or 
right. 

The curvature in the spine can 
vary from being slight to severe. 
The bend can occur at any point 
along the spine, from the top to 
the bottom. 

In the UK, scoliosis affects three 
to four children out of every 
1,000. The condition can develop 
at any time during childhood and 
adolescence. 

Scoliosis is usually not serious, 
but treatment is essential. Left 
untreated, the curvature of the 
spine can get worse and cause 
damage to the spine, chest, 
pelvis, heart and lungs. 

After endless X-rays and 
appointments with various 
specialists Mark was told that he 
would need surgery as soon as 
possible. 

Although he was aware that his 
condition was progressing quick¬ 
ly, he was not in any pain and 
was desperate to avoid losing his 


flexibility. He knew that if he had 
spinal fusion surgery it would be 
impossible for him to be involved 
in contact sports ever again. 

Mark, now 23, explained how 
this outlook affected his life. 

He said: “After I had seen the 


hospital consultant I slipped into 
a deep depression. I felt as if I 
had no hope at all and rarely 
spoke about my back. 

“When I asked what other treat¬ 
ments were available I was told 
that I was too old and the condi-

EXPERTS 
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Suspended prison term 
for £5,000 benefit fraud

A BENEFIT fraudster has been 
given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence for stealing £5,000. 

Mohammed Ali, 55, of 
Lansdowne Road, Luton, fraudu¬ 
lently obtained the money by 
deliberately covering up his true 
financial circumstances. 

He appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on two charges 
of dishonestly providing Luton 
Borough Council with false and 
misleading information while 
claiming housing benefit. 

When the council’s Audit and 
Investigations Team examined 
Ali’s benefit claim form, they dis¬ 


covered that despite Ali stating he 
was not related to his landlord, 
she was in fact his daughter-in- 
law. 

A detailed investigation then 
revealed that Ali had also failed to 
disclose that his wife owned a 
property in Ash Road, which was 
rented out for £750 a month. 

Ali was sentenced to six weeks 
imprisonment suspended for 12 
months, with a condition that he 
undertakes 100 hours unpaid 
work. He was also ordered to pay 
£150 towards the prosecution 
costs and repay the £5,088. 

Another benefit fraudster, Iwona 
Linka, 32, of Tenby Drive, was 
convicted at the magistrates’ 
court after pleading guilty to 


deliberately not telling the coun¬ 
cil about her husband’s new job 
and continued receiving housing 
benefits totalling £3,915. 

Magistrates sentenced her to a 
12-month Community Order with 
70 hours unpaid work, and 
ordered her to pay £661 towards 
the prosecution costs. She will 
also have to repay the money. 

Cllr Robin Harris, portfolio hold¬ 
er for finance, said: “Stealing ben¬ 
efits is a crime. If you act like a 
thief, you will be treated like a 
thief.”

Rail profits rise but there’s no 
sign of services improving 


I WONDER how many people 
you could find praising the 
train journey on the BedPan 
line. How often would you be 
likely to hear: ‘I always have a 
seat, the fares are very 
reasonable, the queues to get a 
ticket are never long, due to the 
vast number of people working 
in the ticket office, the carriages 
are comfortable and clean and 
the trains are never late or 
cancelled.’ 

Perhaps someone who travels 
at 3am might be able to say one 
or two of them, but even she 
might grumble about the fare, 
especially as three in the 
morning is not considered off- 
peak. 

For most of us who use the 
line from Bedford to London 
with any regularity, the oppo¬ 
site would be the case. 

So it might be a bit galling to 
read that Network Rail, a pri¬ 
vate monopoly, has just 
declared profits for last year of 
£2 billion. Not just a private 
monopoly, but a Government 
created private monopoly. And 
talking of Monopoly, I think 
owning a railway station on the 
board game ought to be worth 


more than owning Park Lane or 
Mayfair these days, being a 
licence to print money. 

And has the service improved 
to justify these profits? Of 
course not. Commuters have 
had to put up with fare rises 
well above inflation, while most 
working people have been 
getting pay rises, if they are 
getting pay rises at all, well 
below inflation. 

A greater number of trains 
were delayed last year than the 
previous year, which is being 
blamed on bad weather. Snow 
on the line being added to 
leaves on the line. 

And what can commuters do 
about it? Absolutely nothing, it 
would seem. I wrote to the 
Minister of Transport, Philip 
Hammond, MP, last year point¬ 
ing out that we probably had to 
suffer the most expensive, least 
efficient train service in 
Europe. He replied to say the 
Government was looking into 
the rail service and its pricing 
strategy, then allowed greater 
than inflation fare rises across 
the board. No help there, 
then. 

Several years ago, I wrote to 


Network Rail themselves about 
improving the area by the 
sidings where the carriages are 
stored at night in Bedford. The 
fencing by the cycle path next 
to the river is ugly and could be 
moved back to allow a small 
park and massive lights are 
kept on all night, which is 
doing nothing for the climate 
or the night sky. 

I heard nothing. 

I am sure there is a great deal 
of frustration about the rail 
service, both with Network Rail 
and the operators. But private 
monopolies are not going to be 
responsive to market forces or 
Parliamentary pressure. In that 
we have the worst of both 
worlds. 

S PEAKING of the climate, 
two headlines next to each 
other in the on-line 
edition of Thursday’s Daily Mail 
amused me. 

They were: Ministers fall for 
climate folly, warns ex-Civil 
Service Chief; and Unbearable 
heat, plummeting tempera¬ 
tures and a hurricane on the 
way - America’s freaky weather 
continues.

Getting off to good start 


You don't need to be told how much of a big 
deal choosing a school for your child is. It's 
probably been on your mind since your child 
was born. 

While reputation plays a big part, take a look around 
the schools in the local area. Take advantage of open 
days or, if you prefer, organise an appointment and 
have an individual tour with a senior member of staff. 

School is not only a place of learning in

BOOK REVIEW 

FEATHER IN THE WIND - OVER EUROPE 

by Dave Lewis 

Tight But Loose Publishing, out now 

DAVE Lewis is the world’s premier 
chronicler of rock legends Led Zeppelin, and 
his new book touches on what is a relatively 
undocumented period of the band’s history. 

Following on from his previous book, titled 
‘Then As It Was,’ which documents the two 
gigs at Knebworth Park in 1979, his new 
effort focuses on the 1980 tour of Europe, 
the last tour that the band embarked on 
before the untimely death of drummer John 
Bonham. 

The success of the tour looked to revive 
Led Zeppelin somewhat, and saw them plan 
a tour of America, which sadly the death of 
Bonham stopped. 

Dave himself originally only planned to see 
one of the shows, in Cologne, but ended up 
seeing four more. 

His account of the tour is recalled from 
memory in intricate detail and he also 
compiles a series of guest accounts, 
capturing the moments that he missed. 

Filled with details such as set lengths, 
banter between the band and the crowd, 
bootlegs and countless pages of 
photographs of memorabilia, this is a superb 
book for those who went on the tour to 
recall countless memories. 

It’s also a great purchase for any Zeppelin 
fan who may not have experienced the 
shows first hand, or for someone like me, 
who is just an avid fan of rock music. 

Dave, from Bedfordshire, put it quite well 
himself: “If you weren’t there then, you can 
be now.”

The former European Cup winner with 
Northampton Saints, who also retired from 
playing at the end of the season, will also 
maintain the clubs links with Bedford Blues 
and Northampton Saints, pathways that 
have seen Luton players gain contracts at 
higher level clubs in recent years. 

Coogan brings a wealth of coaching 
experience gained from his time with 
Dunstablians in their most successful years 
but more recently his work with both East 
Midlands and Midlands XVs. 

Head of rugby at St Georges School locally 
in Harpenden, Neil Harris, has become head 
coach of the first XV. He also contributes at 
Hertfordshire County and Saracens 
Development levels. 

Bob Barba remains as head coach of the 
development XV but has also been asked to 
address forward unit skills across the whole 
senior club. 

Chris Meehan [pictured] will assist Allen 
with senior backs coaching and will coach 
the development squad under the guidance 
of Barba. 

Luton chairman Keith Butten said: “It is 



with great pleasure that we announce Mike 
Coogan as director of rugby. Mike will have a 
brief not only to ensure full support for our 
first XV but also to guide our other coaches 
to deliver excellence across the senior and 
colt age ranges.” 

The Newlands Road outfit have also been 
transferred from National Midlands Three to 
London and South East Division Three where 
they last played in the 2007/08 season.

LLOYD Owusu has been left disappointed at not being 
offered a new Luton Town deal next season because he 
thought his goal record spoke for itself. 

The former Reading, Brentford, Yeovil and Ghana striker 
was signed by then manager Richard Money in January 
until the end of the 2010/11 season. 

He netted on his debut in a 5-0 win over York and 
racked up a strike ratio of better than a goal every two 
games - six in 11 games - until Gary Brabin took as boss 
and he fell out of favour, making only two further 
appearances. That led to him getting a phone call last 
week to say his services would not be required. 

“I was a bit disappointed really,” Owusu said. “If I wasn’t 
scoring goals I would understand, but I was the only one 
scoring all the goals and I was taken out of the team. 

“In my case, the gaffer called me a few days ago, just 
to let me know the situation and what he was doing with 
the club. 

“I respected that. It was his opinion and all I can do is 
look out for what’s out there for Lloyd Owusu next.” 

The 34-year-old forward, who became a fan favourite 
during his short time at Kenilworth Road, is confident 
that he will be able to find a new club. 

“I’ve got a couple of people looking out for me - I’ve got 
a company called CB Sports [Management] who are 
doing a lot for me, I’ve been with them for the last 
couple of years. They are talking to a few clubs, so 
hopefully someone will be out there looking for an 
experienced striker who knows where the back of the 
net is. If that’s the case then hopefully they can come 
knocking on my door and I’ll hopefully sign for someone. 

“I’ve been used to 10-12pm sort of job since ‘98. I’ve 
got a few irons in the fire if football doesn’t materialise in 
the next few weeks or months. 

“I honestly believe in my own ability that I will get a 
club, but failing that I’ve got some coaching, some 
consulting stuff and property stuff, so things are going 
to be in the background for me, so hopefully something 
will happen.”

A DUNSTABLE League tenpin bowler has 
broken the national ladies record by 
scoring 35 out of 36 strikes including 
two perfect back-to-back games. 

Vicky Hawes, who bowls in Dunstable’s 
Go Bowling Thursday night league, shot 
her first ever perfect score of 12 strikes 
for a 300 game but then followed that 
up with a carbon copy score for 
consecutive 300s. 

The feat, which is as rare as a golfer 
sinking two successive holes in one, was 
added to her first game score of 262 - 
where all but one frame were strikes - 
to land a series score of 862. 

The total has been confirmed by the 
governing body of bowling, the BTBA, as 
a national record and is thought to be a 
European best though this cannot be 
completely verified due to lack of 
records across the continent.

LUTON Town’s attacking players can rest easy 
as Gary Brabin has insisted that Aaron 
O’Connor is not a replacement for any of 
them. 

The former Rushden & Diamonds skipper was 
brought to the club this week on a two-year 
deal after his Nene Park contract expired. 

Within 24 hours, York City boss Gary Mills 
expressed an interest in striker Jason Walker but 
the Hatters boss said the former Barrow hitman 
is going nowhere. 

Brabin was quick to point out that his newest 
acquisition has been introduced simply to add 
‘a new dimension to his offensive options’. 

“Aaron O’Connor has not come in to replace 
anyone,” said Brabin. 

On the subject of Walker, the Luton chief 
added: “Until something official comes in then 
Jason Walker is still going to be a Luton Town 
player. 

“There are always lots of rumours surround¬ 
ing every club and sometimes it’s a bit cat and 
mouse.” 

York boss Gary Mills this week said the striker 
had a clause in his contract which would allow 
him to leave Luton for a certain fee but when 
asked whether that meant he’d be allowed to 
leave should it be enacted, Brabin said: “At the 
minute, I’ve no intention of letting him go but 
sometimes clubs do things at the time that ben¬ 
efit them.” 

The Town boss revealed he’ll never stop look¬ 
ing for good players to follow O’Connor to 
Kenilworth Road, but that the task becomes 
harder to improve on the quality he already has 
at his disposal.

“If a manager says he is not looking to 
strengthen then he’s lying,” said Brabin. “I only 
want really good players to strengthen what we 
have. 

“They have to be good enough but they also 
must want to play for us. 

“I won’t be held over a barrel and I won’t be 
rushed into anything. 

“When you have a good team it’s hard to find 
players that can fit into it. If I can fill certain 
areas then I will.” 

However, he admits that with new deals cur¬ 


rently on the table for his out of contract play¬ 
ers, his most pressing duty is still to convince 
the likes of Claude Gnakpa, Zdenek Kroca, Ed 
Asafu-Adjaye, Freddie Murray and Shane 
Blackett to pen new deals. 

“I’m just trying to tie down those players who 
are out of contract,” he said. “As things stand, 
I’ve spoken to all of those. 

“Some I need to speak to again, some I have 
verbally agreed terms with and some I still need 
to hear back from, but at the moment I’m con¬ 
fident with the way things are going.”
